Two fine magazines with a profusion of adver- 
tisers, are QST and Radio Electronics. 


Now that you know the price ranges, look for bargains at hamfests, no 
point in paying eleven bucks from a mail order house, if the same item 
is available for a buvk and a half at the 'fest. Mike likes to order 
in quantity. SREPCO, beware!! 


Don't figure on building a KWM 380, Signal One, or a TS~-930. Do figure 
on constructing accessories - Field Strength meters, Impedance Bridges 
Electronic Keyers, Control Panels, etc, to fit your individual needs. 


Learn to etch boards. It's neater, and easier, to build this way,than 
point-to-point, especially if you're playing with 20 pin DIP, (I wonder 
if we can get Mike one more time, for "Board Etching" program???) 


Hams have become known as "Appliance Operators" since manufacturers 
have taken over what was done at home. Each of us has our own niche in 
this hobby, but are we failing to heed the Sixth part of the Amateur's 
Code - "His knowledge and his station are always ready.s....." Surely, 
Mike's spirited presentation, has motivated you to try some construc- 
tion project!!
